The sudden emergence. of 
on Eastern Union of Europe. 
sponsored by Russia, is hint- 
ed in a dispatch from Prague. 
If the rumour should prove 
true, it would cause. neither 
surprise nor alarm. 

There would be nothing 
surprising, because - the 
fashibning of an’ Eastern 
Union . is presumably, from 
Russia's point of view, a necd- 
ed ariswer. to the organisation 
of the five-power Western 
Union. It would create no ad- 
ditional dlarm, because an 
Eastern Union already exists 
in everything but name. 

The Prague story reports 
that the federation was de- 
cided upon at a conference of

Fastern political leaders in 
the Crimea last month. Pre- 
sident Gattwald of Czecho- 
slovakin, for one, is reported 
to have visited Stalin there. 
Much mystery and censor- 
ship have surrounded _ this 
gathering of the satellite 
chieftains, and whether dis- 
affected Yugoslavia was re- 
presented is not clear. . 

At any rate, Yugoslavia is 
not among the countries man- 
tioned for membership in tha 
federation, which are Poland, 
Czechoslovakia, Hungary, 
Bulgaria ‘and Rumania antl: 
possibly the Russian zone of 
Austria. Economic co-operat- 
ion, probably starting with a 
customs union, and co-or- 
dination of foreigin policy are 
the understood objectives. In’ 
actual effect, the -federation 
will probably add nothing" but 
able economic co-operition 
which now goes on .among 
a facade to the very consider- 
these satellite states. -- 

The chief mystery in‘all'the 
rumours_.about_an_..Eastern_ 
Union is not why it is being 
set up now but why the Rus- 
sians have so ‘long frowned 
upon the idea. Last January, 
in aon extraordinary rebuke, 
Pravda denounced Prernter 
Georgi Dimitrov of Bulgaria 
for suggesting ‘such a thin 
Nine months later it is being 
formed.
